THE CASE 
OF IRREGULAR 
ARREST 


Yusrerpay’s “Municipal Ga- 
zette” will have recalled to the 
public mind the caso of irregular 
arrest which has occupied the 
attention of the Council and Con- 
suls since last August, and will in 
part have prepared the community 
for the somewhat dramatic develop- 
ment that took place on Wednesday 
afternoon. The particulars of the 
case may be briefly recapitulated. 
On August 22, 1909, some runners 
from the City’ Magistrate’s yamén 
entered the Settlement and in 
Markham Road arrested a rice- 
dealer, who is also a tipao, and 
took him across the Soochow Creek 
to the native yamén in the locality. 
The Council drew the attention of 
the Consular Body to this irregular 
arrest in a letter dated August 28, 
and on September 22 the Senior 
Consul stated that he was address- 
ing the Taotai that day on the 
subject. As the Chinese authorities 
maintained that Ng Ah-dau had 
been arrested outside Settlement 
limits, the Senior Consul’s repre- 
sentations were of no avail. In the 
first week of November, however, 
it came to the knowledge of the 
Council that the man had already 
been severely handled in the 
Magistrate’s yamén and was 
being threatened with further 
punishment if the Municipal police 
showed any further interest in his 
caso, The Consular Body still 
pressed the matter, and on Decem- 
ber 16 the City Magistrate inflicted 
two thousand blows upon Ng Ah- 
dau, because a foreign Consul was 
causing trouble on his bebalf. 
‘This punishment was repeated two 
days later, and on December 31 he 
was ordered to receive another two 
thousand blows, because a formal 
request for his release had been 
received from the Mixed Court, 
Magistrate. When nine hundred 
blows had been inflicted, however, 
the man’s condition is stated to 
have been too serious for further 
punishment and the brutal treat- 
ment was stayed. 

‘On Wednesday a meeting of the 
Consular Body was held and it was 
decided that, unless the three 
Assessors of the Mixed Court were 
allowed access to this unfortunate 














prisoner, with a view to obtain his 
release, ‘the matter would have to 
be referred to Peking without 
farther negotiations. Accordingly 
on Wednesday afternoon Mr. 5. 
Barton, British Vice-Consul, acting 
for the British Assessor who is 
indisposed, and the American and 
German Assessors visited the City 
Magistrate in his yamén. From 
three o'clock until nearly nine 
o'clock all efforts to indace this 
official to surrender his prisoner 
were unavailing, but as the Asses- 
sors announced their intention of 
remaining until the man was pro- 
duced, the Chinese officials finally 
agreed that he should be transferred 
from the Magistrate's keeping to 
the Taotai’s yamén. Here at half- 
past nine they saw Ng Ab-dan 
duly installed and they” left the 


| Chinese residents in 





City on tho understanding that they 
would retarn on the following 
morning at eleven o'clock to attend 
the hearing of the prisoner's caso 
before the Taotai himself. When 
the Assessors arrived in the City 
yesterday at the stated hour, 
they were informed that the case 
had been heard by the Taotai at 
nine o'clock and that the prisoner 
had been released on security. 
Daring the day Ng Ab-dan return- 
od to the Settlement in the care of 
the Municipal police, and an 
examination of his injuries esta- 
blished beyond contradiction the 
fact that he had been subjected to 
most brutal treatment at the hands 
of the City Magistrate. Thus an 
offender, whose crime was held to 
be sufficient justification for the 
infliction of several thousand 
blows and his detention in 
prison for over four months, is 
liberated on security after a few 
minutes’ hearing, when at last his 
case is properly heard in Court ; 
although it must not be overlooked 
that his liberation would not have 
taken place, if the Consular Body 
had been content with less per- 
sistency in the matter. 

While we welcome this oppor- 
tunity of congratulating the Con- 
salar Body on the firm stand that 
it has taken in this matter, with 
such successful results, it has to be 
remembered that the incident can- 
not be regarded as closed. The 
City Magistrate has not only been 
guilty of the most bratal treatment. 
towards a prisoner while still 
awaiting trial—a matter that may 
not seriously impress the Chinese 
Government in his disfavour—but 
by inflicting such treatment on a 
man on account of foreign inter- 
vention on his behalf he has perpe- 
trated a deliberate insult to the 
Consular Body of Shanghai. His 
conduct, we may hope, is too 
derogatory to China’s prestige to 
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he overlooked by his Government. 
With the Chinese people at large 
he will, fortunately, have “lost 
face ;” but it will be well for 
Settlement 
to consider the incident from a 
different point of view. Ng Ab- 
dan is a rice-dealer and a tipao; at 
the hands of his own officials he is 
subjected to the most outragedus 
treatment ; but when, on the inter 
vention of foreigners, whose pro 
tection he bas temporarily sought 
in this Settlement, his case is heard 
in the Taotai’s Vourt, his offence is 
found to be such that he can be 
liberated at once on security. 
Again, in 1905 the punishment of 
the bamboo was forbidden by 
Imperial edict and was at once 
‘Stopped at the Mixed Court. Four 
years later we find a Chirese 
Magistrate causing almost the 
death of a man by this very pun- 
ishment. His offence is at once a 
national disgrace and an outrage 
on the liberty of the people. 
Chinese residents in the Settle- 
ments should realize that unless an 
example is made in the present 
instance, the fate of Ng Ab-dau 
may overtake any one of then. 
They are slow to support the 
Municipal Council when, with a 
view to promoting their interests 
and freeing them from the danger 
that overtook Ng Ab-dau, it ro- 
quests an extension of the Settle- 
ment, in order to keep the activities 
of irresponsible Chinese police at a 
distance ; but they are quick 
enough to claim foreign protection 
when their individual liberty is 
threatened. In the present instanco 
it is clearly their duty to see that 
the insult directed against tho 
Consular Body does not go un- 
punished.

THE OPIUM 
CAMPAIGN. 


January 8. 


‘Tax publication of a new Whits 
Book on the subject of opium sup- 
pression in China is to be welcomed 
‘on more than one ground. That the 
Chinese Government, certainly not 
without national support, is making 
an earnest effort to rid the empire 
of opium, has now been evident, 
on the testimony of impartial wit- 
nesses, for a long enough period to 
warrant confidence in the attempt. 
But to say that “China bas more thi 
fulfilled her share of the bargain ” 
probably what few sympathizers 
capable of taking a dispassionate 
view would have ventured to assert; 
and the statement, coming from so 
high a source and through channels 
that are not accustomed to a fom 
of untempered panegyric, will 
received with cordial satisfaction. 
‘The experience of mission and other 
foreign hospitals in different parts 
of China has shown, what was,at 
one time a subject for not unreason- 
able scepticism, that an opium 
smoker even after years of indul- 

ence can be cured of his craving in 

ree weeks or a month, ‘At least the 
temptation will not arise spontane- 
ously. Thedanger of backsliding lies 
citherintheadvice of friends,aswhen 
the patient may be suffering from 
achill, or in the corruption of evil 
surroundings. It is, therefore,’ of 
the utmost importance that the 
sense of the nation should set, 
as it appears to have begun 
to set, against the practice ; 
and that where public opinion 
is wanting, assistance should , be 
given from above by the forcible 
removal of the drag. From the 
international standpoint the White 
Book makes an apposite appear- 
ance, becanse with the beginning 
of this year the Indian Government 
enters on the last of what may be 
called the three probationary years 
daring which export of opium to 
China was to be limited to 61,900 
chests in 1908, 56,800 in 1909 and 
51,700 in 1910. Farther reduction 
‘was to be dependent on the evidence 
given by China of having propor- 
tionately diminished the native 
production and consumption of 
opium within her own borders. 
But the ideal set forth was that the 
Indian export to China should 
continue to be reduced in the same 
proportion for ten years, by the 
end of which the trade would have 
ceased, entirely. It is, therefore, 
essential that before the close of the 
present year the Indian Govern 
ment, should know exactly where 
it stands. 

















It need scarcely be said that 
there will be no shadow of reluctance 
on the part of Great Britain to carry 
out her undertaking, provided that 
China is shown to have executed 
hers. But without the least inten- 
tion of carping, it must be pointed 
out that some more tangible evid- 
ence is required than optimistic me- 
morials by the Ministry of Finance, 
or statistics of native trade uncheck- 
‘ed by the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms. Such a memorial for exam- 
ple, approved by the Throne on 
October 4, 1908, asserted that pro- 
hibition would be made effective in 
six provinces, including Heil 
kiang, within the current Chinese 
year, and in eleven more before the 
close of the following, that is the 
present Chinese year. We know, 
of course, that this prophecy has not, 
been accomplished. To refer to it 
is in no way to doubt the sincerity 
of the intention, but merely to illns- 
trate the difficulty of forming ‘an 
accurate view of the position reabh- 
‘ed by the opium campaign. More 
than a year ago Sir John Jordan, 
in his covering letter to Sir Alex- 
ander Hosie’s report, which we re- 
viewed last July, emphasized the 
conflicting nature of the accounts 
that reach the British Legation. In 
that report Sir Alexander Hosie 
alluded to the compilation by local 
authorities, then in process of being 
made, of the total acreage under 
poppy cultivation. Nothing, how- 
ever, has yet been published in spite 
of the warning given to the Chinese 
Renresentatives at the Opium Com- 
mission last February that the time 
was drawing near when it would be 
imperative for China to produce 
trustworthy data of the progress 
achieved. The evidence of our 
provincial correspondents during 
the past half year has been on the 
whole overwhelmingly on the credit 
side of the account. But there is the 
same trace, as ever, of an absence 
of practical uniformity in the cam- 
paign, For example, at Siningfu, 
Kansu, it was noted in June that 
poppy was being sown, because the 
farmers realized that none of the 
threatened penalties had been vented 
‘on those who sowed the year before ; 
‘and three months later at Tsinchou 
in the same province a new pro- 
clamation was issued of the most 
stringent nature against sowing, 
either in that autumn or the follow- 
ing spring. At Yinnanfu in No- 
‘vember there was a public holo- 
caust of 20,000 ounces of prepared 
opium ; but smuggling on the most 
elaborate scale was undoubtedly 
being carried on in the same town 
atthe same time." At Wanhsien in 
October, while the opium dens’ front 
doors had been closed, the back 
doors remained open for all comers ; 











yet in a district but a few miles awa) 
the Tooal magistrate was visiting all 
farmers in person and persuading 
them to hand over their poppy seed. 
IE there be such differences between 
one district and another, can we be 
sure that uniformity will be pre- 
served between one time and an- 
other even in the same district ? 

Tt would be ungracious to em- 
phasize the financial side of the 
question. But it cannot be over- 
looked that India stands to lose a 
net annual revenue of rather more 
than three millions sterling, the 
amount yielded by her opinm ex- 
ports to-day. As the Master of 
Elibank, Under Secretary for India, 
recently informed a deputation from 
the Edinburgh Committee for the 
Suppression of the Indo-Chinese 
Opium Traffic, the area under poppy 
cultivation in Bengal has’ been 
reduced and restrictions are being 
laced on the export from native 

tates ; and in view of the condi- 
tions of life in India, itis clear 
that suppression trade in- 
volves more difficulties than can be 
defined in terms of hard cash alone, 
For all these reasons, every con- 
sideration should be given to Mr. 
Max Miller’e-suggestion, endorsed 
by Sir John Jordan, that delegates 
be sent by the India Government 
to make a extensive tour of the 
opium-producing provinces, parti- 
cularly at the Pr or season Ihe

RAILWAY.

Tax appearance of the Budget 
Estimate of the Shangbai-Nanking 
Railway for the current 
ending June 30 is of speci 
at the present juncture, in view of 
the importance now attaching to 
railway matters in general through- 
out Cl A budget is an exotic 
to this Empire, and officialdom has 
not progressed fur enough as yet 
to appreciate tho value to the nation 
and the national exchequér, as dis- 
tingoished from official purses, of 
ordered accountancy. Neverthe- 
Jess as chaos in Chinese railway 
affairs increases and the funds of! 
individual lines develop a tendency 
to be deflected from specific rail- 
way purposes, there will be a grow- 
ing demand for systematic finance, 
to enable subscribers to see that at 
least the greater portion of the 
funds is devoted to the object for 
which they were raised by the public. 
Only two days ago we were told 
that the existence of malpractices 
in connexion with the Canton- 
Hankow Ruilway had been estab- 
lished by the official sent down by 
the Government to investigate the 
matter, while the unsatisfactory 
condition of private railways ia the 
coustry had decided the Ministry 
of Posts and (ommunications to 
urge that all such lines shoald be 
laced under Government super- 
With foreign assistance 
and scrutiny it has been shown, 
both in the case of the Imperial 
Railways of North China and of 
the Shanghai-Nanking Railway, 
that a line can be administered 
with sone degree of accurate 
finance, varying, indeed, in direc: 
ratio with foreign supervision. The 
advantages of such a system must 
slowly penetrate into the minds of 
even a people inared through cen- 
turies of oppression to a system 
that raises in taxation frobably 
five times as much as is required 
for the purposes of honest govern- 
ment. It is, therefore, to be hoped 
that the system now adopted by the 
Sbunghai-Nanking Railway — will 
be' duly circulated throughout the 
country by the native press, which 































is so ready to decry the foreigner 
and bis ways, but so remiss in 
arging the adoption of methods 
clearly advantageous to Chinese 
interests. 

The Railway Budget for the first 
six months of this year shows totil 
earnings estimated at $990,000, 
or total receipts, allowing for 
“flactuations in balances of Sus- 
pense Accounts,” at $980,000. 
Net expenditure is set down at 
$642,000 or 64.85 of the gross 
earnings. Of the estimated receipts 
the great bulk, $824,750, is to! 
come from coaching traffic earnings, 
while $145,000 on!y are anticipated 
from the goods traffic. Both these 
figures indicate slight rises on 
previous revenue, $44,000 in the 
caso of passenger traffic, owing, it! 
is hoped, to the traffic that may be 
attracted by the Nanking Exhibi- 
tion, and $29,400 in the case of 
the goods traffic, in view of the 
steady improvement shown in 
recent months. If expectations are 
realized, the chief accountant points 
out, and a normal quantity of 
tribute rice is also offered for 
transport, the total earnings for the 
half-year may reach the sum of 
one million dollars. This should 
result in a further reduction in the 
percentage of working expenses 
to gross earnings, although this 
shows a slight decrease on 
the figare for the similar period 
in 1909. It hardly requires to be 
pointed out, however, that in the 
estimate of earnings the sum anti- 
cipated from the goods traffic is 
wholly out of proportion to the 
passenger traffic retarns, which in 
normal conditions it should exceed. 
On the Shanghai-Nanking Railway 
the goods traffic amounts to little 
more than sixteen per cent of the 
passenger returns, and the sole 
reason for this state of affairs is 
declared by the General Manager 
in his introduction to the Budget 
to be the question of likin. If 
this difficulty could be dealt with 
efficiently and properly, he adds, 
the line within one year would pay 
more than its guaranteed interest. 
Already the “small action” taken 
in this mutter has achieved some 
results, but still more remains to 
be done. The exvlanation given 
by Mr. A. W. U. Pope of the 
manner in which likin presses 
unfairly on the railway is that 
merchants using the line have to 
pay the legitimate likin ; by send- 
ing their goods by the rival route, 
by water, they pay only thirty per 
cent of the authorized figare, and 
consequently traffic still favours 
the boats. Again it is stated by 
the General Manager that the 
likin arrangements in vogue in 
Chinkiang which have contributed 
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to the slight enhancement of the 
goods traffic are to be discontinued, 
because there is no opportunity for 
“illegitimate squeeze” on goods 
making use of the railway. 

From this brief account it will 
be seen, when the story of the 
obstacles placed in the way of the 
construction of the Shanghai-Nan- 
king Railway is recalled, that the 
line is more sinned against than 
sinning. Chinese publicists and 
their echoes in the foreign pross 
never weary of pointing to this 
railway as an instance of the 
foreign exploitation of China’s im- 
potence, relying on a comparison 
between the known cost of its con- 
struction per mile and the reported 
cost of other lines in China. Bat 
sach comparisons are entirely wide 
of the mark, unless it is known what 
elemen's connected with the con- 
struction of a line and its provi 
with rolling stock are included in 
the cost per mile, what is the sub- 
sequent cost of maintenance and 
what calls are to be made upon the 
railway material. A railway that 
can take passengers to Nanking 
and back ia a day mast necessaril 
cost more thao one which ill 
never be expected to run its trains 
at more than thirty miles an hour. 
For the traffic between Nanking 
and Shanghai a line built on the 
latter principle would have been 
practically useless, for it could 
never hope to compete with the boat 
traffic. Railways should be built for 
the probable needs of a generation 
or even for longer, not for a fow 
years. To-day railway travelling 
is a novelty to the Chinese, and 
any track on wheels made to resem- 
ble a carriage, which will travel 
fifteen or twenty miles an hour, will 
sapply the needs of the moment. 
This complacency will not endure, at 
least if we are to credit the Chinese 
with as much intelligence as other 
Asiatics. Experience has shown 
that in railway construction the 
best return for the initial outlay is 
obtaiged by building @ line that 
will entail’ the least possible cost 
for maintenance. This is the first 
wrinciple to be impressed on all 
Chinese engineers, und a disservice 
is done to the nation, if it is con- 
tioually taught thit the sole aim 
and object of railway promoters 
should by cheapness of construction 
alone. A concrete example of the 
fallacy of this doctrine is provided 
by toe Woosung branch of the Shang- 
hai-Nanking Railway which has 
been built with cheap sleepers and 
on cheap lines ; for to-day it costs 
ninéty-six dollars per mile per 
month to maintain, compared with 
the thirty-three dollurs required on 
the line between Shanghai and 
Nanking.

‘Tax popular movement in favour 
of paying off by means of public

ies has now reached a stage that 
alls for a careful consideration of 
-the proposed scheme in the 
terests of the Chinese themselves. 
It is true that the proposal has met 
with opposition at the hands of 
such infloential officials ‘as Grand 
Councillors Shih Hei and Na Tong, 
who have, it is alleged, the support 
‘of Prince Ching, while a Chinese 
“Minister abroad has warned the 
' Government that the idea is not 
regarded as a practical proposition 
’ in the country where he is stationed. 
* But popular enthusiasm appears to 
have been aroused ; meetings in 
“favour of the proposal are being 
cheld throughout the country, and 
funds, it is stated, are being sub- 
scribed or at least promised. The 
movement, it will be remembered, 
origiated with three prominent 
“Chinese in Chibli province, Messrs. 
“Ta Hsiao-chin, Yang Hsiao-lin and 
"Wang Sung-chia, who conceived 
the idea that China would free her-

- pay off the indemnities connected 
with the Japanese war of 1804-5 
and the Boxer trouble in 1900. 
According to the promoters’ scheme,

portionate to the original allocation 
of the indemnities made by the Gov- 
ernment.

The outstanding indebtedness of 
China due to the Japanese War 
and the Roxer outbresk may be 
reckoned roughly to-day at Hk. 
Tis. 500,000,000, while the total 
National Debt may be set down ut 
Hk. Tis. 700,000,000, with. an 
additional sum of Hk. Tis. 
80,000,000 representing railway 
loans. It is clear, therefore, thut 
the liquidation of the first 
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that will arrest the attention of 
economists is that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment proposes to call upon the 
people for @ direct contribution— 
in other words a gift—for the re- 
duction of the natienal debt. Ex- 
perience hes shown that this 
method of meeting a Government's 
obligations is vicious, as it with- 
draws from the general working 
capital of the country a sum of 
serious dimensions. Compared with 
other countries the ional’. debt 
of China is still insignificant, 
and its incidence per . head 
of the population is probably 
ba more than one-third of the-next 
lowest among’ s list of twenty-five 
states. That the people: feel the 
burden of taxation is undeniable, 
and i¢ is impossible not to sympathize 
with those who maintain that the 
scheme of paying off part ‘of the 
national debt by means of more or 
less forced contributions is injurious 
to the welfare of Chi A er 
objection to the proposal is to be 
found in the haphazard way in which 
the scheme is to be carried out, 
Theoretically the suggestion’ of the 
three promoters ie admirable; but 
there is no indication that hey 
have calculated the prospocts of 
China being able to pay off these 
war indeumities by the method 
indicated. The absence of organ- 
ination justifies the fear that, 
if the sum ‘subscribed fails to 
meet the requirements -of the 
scheme, no mechanism will have 
in devised to enable the money 
contributed to be refunded to the 
donors. Nothing could be. more 
prejudicial to. the interests: of the 
people than that such a.eum 
should be deflected to nomproducing 
expenditure. We hope, therefore, 
that, before the debt redemption 
scheme has been ‘carried further, 
some intelligent effort. will be 
made to analyze the proposal and 
to gauge its prospects of success.

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THE COMING

Witam a few days the long 
suspense will be over and the 
British. people will have declared 
themselves definitely for or against 
the ‘Budget. To express the coming 
fight in these terms, however, 
to take but one: aspect of the 
contest.’ Ifthe controversy could 
be restricted to the one issue of the 
Budgét,.the results of the elections 
that begin on Saturday might be 
forecast with far greater accuracy 
than is actually possible. Such is 
the confusion of cross currents, not 
only. between the two parties, bat 
between different sections and mem- 
bers of éach: party, that the best 
judges are at's loss to gauge the 
country’s tre feelitg. In the 
first place the conditions of the 
fight abnormal. At a general 
election it is usually the Opposition 
that attacks, the Government that 
must stand on the defensive. But 
in the present instance the positions 
are reversed ; the Government goes 
to'the country to attack the House 
of Lords, the Opposition to’ defend 
it.) Here in the real issue at 
stake is not fairly stated. But that 
it takes this shape in the eyes of 
alarge number of the electors is 
shown, not oaly by the speeches of 
Ministorialists, but by the fact that 
the Unionists frankly admit that 
cannot win upon the Budget 
alone, and must pin their faith on 
the’ persuasiveness of Tariff Reform 
as'the alternative to Socialism. The 
weak point in’ this programme, in 
spite of the undonbted progress 
made ia tho last few years by the 
Tariff Reform League, is that it 
inclines to alienate numerous Free 
Traders, both: Unionists and of the 
old-fashioned Liberal stamp who 
might. otherwise have parted com- 
nwith the Goveroment. With 
auch divided voters, considerations 
of national defence would have 
carried great weight a few months 
ago; and these will certainly be 
oked. But it is plain that 
in this particular question 
is passed, and it is doubtful whether 
it.could be worked up again into-a 
really effective weapon against the 
Government. The danger of Home 
Rule ‘appeals keenly to Irish Un- 
ionists, but: appears to carry little 
weight in England. Scotland is 
interested mainly in land ques:ions. 
Wales inclines to the side from 
which it hopes to win Disestablish- 
ment. It would seem to be in 
England that the Unionists must 
win or lose. 
It does not help to simplify the

SETTLEMENT EXTENSION.

DULL ‘TRADE, 

‘Trade here has been rather dall, ow- 
{ng in part to the journey of our new 
Viceroy and the transport of s large 
consignment of military stores designed 
for Yiinnan, The large demand for 
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horses to carry~ all theee official 
goods makes it hard for merchants: 
to move their wares. At the time of 
the Vieoroy’s arrival here, I was ont on 
‘8 visit to the roral parte of my charge. 
Travsport horses bad nearly cessed: 
coming down from Kweiyang, knowing 
they would be compelled, willy-nilly, to 
carry official loads, On the road I 
heard that our Magistrate bad sent to 
other points to commandeer horses. One 
day I pasced a small town and I was 
surprised to see great stacks of 
goods piled in the hostels. On. 
inquiry I learned that the borse- 
men had heard here of the orders 
to seize all horses and briog them to 
Chenynsn for the Viceroy. They at| 
‘once threw off their loads and without 
‘even waiting to anbiod the saddle 
frames, to which the loads are bound, 
drove their horses back out of the reach 
of official searchers, Later I met them 
camping oat on the monotains. I asked 
‘them “ Why are you unwilling to carry 








‘the Viceroy’s goods? Do they not 
pay a fair price?” “Oh, the price is 
good enough" they said ; “But wo are 





Kaeichow men and run oaly to 
Kaeiyang. But the Viceroy would 
compel us to go Yiinnan and 
we would have no return load, 
20 could not afford to go." These poor 
horsemen are being seriously affected 
by the opium suppression, Far more 
horses than usual at this season are 
coming empty from Kueiyang to take 
loads up from here and Hoangping. 
So the one lond bas to pay them for 
time and expenses both ways, 


OPIUM TRAFFIC, 


On my journey in cities and market 
places I found the opiam traffic feverish, 
The price was rising, and the possibility 
of a farther closing of markets made 
traders anxious. Most of those whom 
I met were buying for Koangsi and 
Kusogtang, ss the Hunan trade was 
already probibited. There is a quiet 
acceptance of the fact that opiom is to 
be banished ; bat every one hopes to 
make & good last gamble on it. Town 
and countryside alike are profasely 
placarded with official warnings, as well 
as exbortations, to discontiane the 
culture, eale and use of opium. Bat 
the trade is as open as ever, though 
opinm dens are pretty well limited in 
numbers and operation. I eaw plenty 
of land prepared and farrowed ont in the 
sual way and seed being planted.. The 
farmers always declared it was either 
wheat or rape seed they were planting ; 
bat I sure they will not be surprised by 
the miracle of taving poppy spring up 
from it. They have twice been warned 
not to plant poppy and no retribation 
followed disobedience ; so they are tak- 
ing « last long chance on one more crop.

No one knows anything definite 
yet.

The worst feature of the situation is 
that the banks have all been roshed and 
have all closed temporarily. ‘The banks 
in the neighboring towns bare also 
been shut, fearing a rash. The people 
are sallenly faciog the sitaation. Some 
have fears that bad characters may take 
this opportanity to raise a distarbarce 
{or their own benefit.

‘THE NEW SRSFION. 

The Dominion Honse met on the 
11th instant and, judging from the 
matters mentioned in the Speech from 
the Throne, the sersion promises to be 
fone of unosual interest. The Speech 
begins by congratulatiog the Honse on 
the prosperous condition of the country 
‘and goes on to say that the present 
year has been a period of st-ady and 
progressive growth. Immigration has 
poured into the new settlements of the 
North and of the West in a copious and 
well-ordered stream drawn from the 
best elements of the British Teles, the 
United States aod Continental Earope. 
Trade and commerce have made rapid 
advances in all directions, The reveane 
has almost completely regained what it 
had lost in the recent period of depres- 
sion, Most remarkable has been the 
rapid recovery from the financial em- 
barrassment which for « short time was 
the cause of anxiety among business 
men. In pearly every bianch of bu 
ness there bas been a revival of activity 
that gives assarance of continued pro- 
ress and prosperity. 

Then follows paragraph dealing 
with the subject that is uppermost in 
men’ from one end of Canada 
to the other, viz. 

CANADIAN NAVAL SERVICE, 

“Two members of my Govern-

The law in Canada provides two 
methods of dealing with combines that 
‘unduly enbance prices. The first is, in 
the case of datiable articles, to reduce 
or to aslolish customs daties af er 
the facts bare been established by 
jodicial inguiry, and it this 
method which the Goveroment intends 
to make more effective by farther legis- 
Intion. The second is by means of the 
sl Code, the administration of 
mhich comes under the direction of the 
Attomneys General of the several prov- 
inces. There are undoubtedly many 
combines in this conntry, bat of course 
they do not seek publicity and not very 
moch is heard of them. One 
recently inquired into as conceroing a 
‘combine of wholesale grocers, who were 
said to be actiog together for the res- 
triction of trade in certain directions. 
T have also beard of trusts in the cao 
ning industry and the fish trade. It is to 
be hoped that the Goverment will do 
something that will tend to redace pri 
for the cost of liviog has advanced very 
considerably ia Caoada of late years. 
Such things as meat, eggs, milk, bread 
have in some cases increased in price 
upwards of fifty per cent daring the past 
ten years, and more as compared with 
prices twenty-five years ago. Trusts 
have had something to do with this, 
cold storage has helped, as it prevents 
glats and consequent’ cheapness of 
perisrable foods,—I saw that there 
were 30,000,000 cases of eggs pat io 
cold storage in the States last year,— 
and of conrée the increase of taxation 
has had its effect. Taxation here is 
indirect and its effects are thus not 
generally recognized by the people at 
large. 


ANOTHER RAILWAY QUESTION. 


A. Bill is to be introduced by the 
Government allowing the state-owned 
Totercolonial Railway to lease any line 
or lines connected with it. This line 
has been « political pawo for years and 
in consequence a terrible expense to the 
country. Last year it lost $800,000 
while in addition something like 
$4,000,000 was added to its capital 
acconnt, a large proportion of which it 
claimed should have been charged 
against revenue. An independent eritic 
ip the person of Lord Northcliffe who 
has had some five years’ experience of 
the line as it operates in the Eastern 
Provinces, has recently passed some 
caustic remarks upon it, the teooar of 
which can be judged of by the following 
hort quotation :—The Intercolonial 

ilway seems to me like « chaia round 
the neck of this fair part of the Empire 
It is a waroing to any one like 
myself who sometimes indalges in the 
dream of state-ownership of British 
railways, With its army of officials, 
its late trains, its antique locomotives, 
it reminds me of the railroads of Spain, 
wbich area good deal quicker.

Every ten years banks and banking 
‘come in for attention from the Govern- 
ment and bills on these questions will 
be diecusxed daring this session. The 
matter of unclaimed balances in the 
hands of the banks may be discussed 
through the reeolation of a private 
member. A report recently issued shows 
that there is a considerable sam which 
comes under this heading. Insurance 
is aloo to be considered ; this is « legacy 
from the past session when the legisla- 
tion proposed by the Goveroment met 
with so much opposition by insurance 
mien that the Bill was beld over. It is 
1 difficalt and complex matter affecting 
not on'y Canadian Insurance Companies 
bnt those in Great Britain and the 
United States, 

Navigable waters and “other matters” 
eonplete the snbjects mentioned in the 
speech. Navigable waters affect the 
rights of the Provinces as to jarindi 
tion in contradiction to the Dominion 
House and present good opportunities 
for interesting squables ‘Thus it will 
be seen that we have no Inck of material

THE PORT OF MONTREAL. 


‘To show that other important matters 
than those to which the Gorerament 
will probably endeavoar to restrict itself 
will be brought forward, attention can 
be drawn tom great scheme that is 
being planned for Montreal's barbour 
development, which is to be laid before 
Parliaweot. It sims at nothing less 
than makiog this city the rival of New 
York in the excellence of its scoom- 
modation for ocean-going steamers, 
‘and when completed shoald give the St. 
Lawrence at Montreal a reputation 
second only to the Mersey at Liverpool 
for the transportation of @ continent's 
merchandise and the passenger traffic 
of the world. Tt ie stated that the port 
of Montreal is now doing a larger 
tbasiness io valoe per month than Bos- 
too, Galveston or New Orleans and is 
doiog more basiness ia seven months 
than Phildelphia, Baltimore or San 
Francisco in twelve. 

Briefly the scheme is to make water 
porterage possible by lessening the cur- 
rents ; to give water access by way of 
the canals to Western Canada and the 
United States ; to create manafactaring 
aod warehousing sites having direct 
railway communications over all lines 
with every part of the continent; and 
to reduce the handling charges on 
every. ton of freight coming to the 
port. It is expected that the scheme 
will necessitate the expenditure of 
$12,000,000. As to the fate of this 
colossal proposition it is, of course, 
impossible to say anything, especially 
as its promoters, so far as I bave seen, 
bave given no idea as to what propor- 
tion of the outly the Government 
wonld be askei to provide. But it

THE EARTHQUAKE, 


AN UNWELCOME visiToR, 

At 10.61 o'clock on Satarday night 
Sbanghsi underwent the unpleasant 
‘and, il may be added, unusual experience 

strongly perceptible earthquake, 
‘The shock was preceded by # consider- 
‘able rambling, which ended in a pro- 
nounced tremor. Hanging electric 
lights swang to and fro, doors creaked 
loudly and windows rattled. In the 
Lyceum Theatre, which was crowded 
from top to bottom, the motion was 
felt most unplessantly, the baloonies 
ywaying, almost visibly. ‘This occurred 
just at the close of the second act, and 
the emergency doors were quietly 
opened ; but no panic occurred, although 
several people left the theatre at the 
interval. 

No actual damage has been reported; 
but a few pictures, it is said, were dis- 
lodged and fell to the ground in houses 
im the Bubbling Well district, while 
a clock fell over in Hongkew. The 
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shocks—there were two perceptil 
abrief interval of about three-quarters of 
a minute—were felt by ships on the river 
and at Woosuog and also in Soochow. 
Chinese residents were especi 
ed; and no time was lost 
the open or in propitiatiog the evil 
spirit at work, according to the tempera- 
ment of the individual.

LECTURE 

AT THE FORTNIGHTLIES. 

It was opfortunate that the weather 
should have bren sc bad on Monday night. 
For the resnlt was andience 
than the Rev. A. J. Walker's extreme- 
lyinterestinglectoredeserved. Through- 
out the subject-matter was admirably 
thought ont and delivered ; and the 
illustrations by the Cathedral Choir, 
under the superintendence of Mr. 
R. B. Hurry, were excellent, For 
the purpose of bis lecture Mr. 
Walker confined himself entirely to 
the English Communion Office. He 
began by recounting the developmente 
of that Offico as wo have it to-day, 
showing what traces of the Service are 
foond in the New Testament, From 
this he passed to an enomeration of the 
references to the practice of the first 
jecond centuries that are found 
in the writings of the Fathers, ar 
ing finally at the litorzy of 
Chrysostom, which is the first ample 
Vitargy known. From this point the 
lecturer could move directly to the re- 
cords of Britieh use, shown by the arrival 
of St. Angustine in England. Prior 
to that date, there are records of what 
in known ax the Gallican litargy, which 
St. Angostine certainly had found ia ase 
passage through Gaul. But oo 
Epgland he found there 
British Use as distinct 
service. St. Avgastine wrote to Pope: 
Gregory to consalt him as to what steps 
he should take towards this established 
litargy, and it is worthy noting that 
the Pope, io answer, reeommended him 
to adopt the best ‘thing that was io 
existence and not to go aj 
tablished custom. 

At this point the lecturer called 
special attention to the very in- 
teresting comparative table of the 
Commanion Offices which was pro- 
vided on the second sheet of the ss0- 
opsis distributed among the audience 
That table shows the arrangement of 
the Office according to the old Sarom 
Use, the Prayer Book of 1549, the 
present English Prayer Book and the 
preeent American Prayer Book.

By Mr. Oppe—Witnoss stated that 
his company received no complaint from 
‘Anderson, Meyer & Co., regarding the 
condition’ of batter that had been 
stored with defendants on their account, 
flthough witness had heard thet 
some had been damaged. Wit 
ness's firm bad obtained a contract 
for the cold storage of meat. A record 
of the daily temperatare was not kept.

The condition - 
of the gonds was noted in a bok set 
asife for that purpose, Mr. Hearson 
made the necessary entries ia this book,

dants’ storeroom. His reason for 
assuming that the damage was not sus- 
tained on the defendants’ premises, was 
because the temperature there would 
have had to go as high as 75" which 
was pot likely. 

By Mr. Oppe—Witness was not in- 
terested in any brand of batter in 
Shanghai, Witness made his examina- 
tion at the request of Messrs. Andersen, 
Meyer & Co, To obtain bard frozen 
batter a temperatare of 20° was neces- 
sary.
